The _ husbands 

answer in self de- 

fense. They deny 

the accusations made by thelr wives. 
They try to adjust theniselves when ad- 
vised by the Judge. Men who are 
working all day perhaps do not realize 
that they are displeasing their wives. 
They are tired, hungry, hot, and per- 
haps unpleasant because of conditions 
during the day. At home, instead of 
relaxing, there is an avalanche of com- 
plaints. Registrations of dissatisfac- 
tions excite the married people. Soon 
& mountain is made of a grain of sand. 


One little argument leads to another. 
Very soon, the whole family is drawn 
in. Soon after that, there is a general 
free-for-all, and the verbal debate 
probably ends in the smashing of a 
plate or the slapping of a face, 
Trouble has started and the family 
peace is threatened. Civil war has en- 
tered the home, and the court of ar- 
bitration serves as the last resort. 


The law prescribes the husband's re- 
sponsibilities to his wife. The law 
likewise provides the wife's responsi- 
bility to her husband. 


The keynote of domestic happiness is 
patience. Tolerance goes long way 
toward thwarting unpleasantness. 


A wife’s obligation by law is to serve 
as the mistress in the home which her 
husband provides for her. It is her 
duty to live within his means. It is 
her duty to care for the home, She 
must see that it is clean at least. If 
her husband's income is large enough 
for her to use additional help, the law 
will operate it. A wife’s duty is to pre- 
pare the food for her husband. -If she 
is in such financial situation that, she 
must do the cooking herself, the law 
looks to her to co-operate in the house- 
hold to that extent. A wife is obliged 
to do the usual wifely duties. Her mis- 
sion in marriage is to raise children.
